To the United States Copyright Royalty Judges:

I write on behalf of SoundExchange, the Services, and George Johnson. The Participants
conferred and have reached agreement on a proposed structure for closing argument, subject to
the Judges’ approval. A Word version of a Proposed Order reflecting that agreement is
attached, and the agreement is summarized below.

1. Allocation of Time

The Participants propose that closing argument begin at 9:30 a.m. on Tuesday, July 18, 2017.
The Participants request that the Judges allocate 2.5 hours, collectively, to SoundExchange and
George Johnson (“Licensor and Artist Group”), of which 2.25 hours will be apportioned to
SoundExchange and .25 hours will be apportioned to Mr. Johnson. The Participants request that
the Judges allocate 2.5 hours, collectively, to Sirius XM Radio Inc. and Music Choice (“Licensee
Group”), of which 1.5 hours will be apportioned to Sirius XM and 1 hour will be apportioned to
Music Choice. SoundExchange will apportion its allotted time in line with the apportionment of
time as between Sirius XM and Music Choice. These time parameters are proposed with the
understanding that a portion of the time allotted to each Participant may be devoted to
responding to the Judges’ questioning.

2. Order of Presentation

The Participants have agreed that the Licensor and Artist Group will present argument first,
and may reserve 15 minutes of its time for rebuttal. The Licensee Group will present argument
second. Each of Sirius XM and Music Choice may reserve 5 minutes for rebuttal.
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3. Access to Hearing Room

The Participants respectfully request that they be permitted to access the hearing room at
8:30 a.m. on July 18, 2017, in order to make any necessary logistical preparations.

The Participants are available to discuss any part of the agreement and Proposed Order
should Your Honors desire.

For closing argument, the Judges allocate 2.5 hours, collectively, to Sirius XM Radio Inc.
and Music Choice (“Licensee Group”), of which 1.5 hours will be apportioned to Sirius
XM and 1 hour will be apportioned to Music Choice.

The participants may have access to the Hearing Room at 8:30 a.m. on July 18, 2017, in
order to make necessary logistical preparations.

Order of Presentation of Cases

The Licensor and Artist Group will present closing argument first, and may reserve up to
15 minutes of its time for rebuttal.



6. The Licensee Group will present closing argument second. Each of Sirius XM and
Music Choice may reserve up to five minutes for rebuttal.
